

Three elected by acclamation 

Nowlan, Brander, Mousseau, newest council members

There will be a race for mayor, but 
those representing Didsbury Town 
Council have been finalized following the 
2007 municipal election nomination day 
Sept. 17. 

With the retirement of Stan Neufeld, 
departure of Stephanie Dodyk, and 
Deputy Mayor Brian Wittal running for 
mayor rather than returning to council, 
three openings were available for inter¬ 
ested candidates. 

Those positions were filled by the only 
registered candidates Jason Brander, 
Hick Mousseau, and Gail Nowlan. The 
three newcomers will join, incumbents 
Gayle Veno, Ernie Ryckman, and Bon 
Davidson. 


Wittal and Dorothy Moore are the only 
two running for mayor. 

This year’s turnout for candidates was a 
significant drop-off from last year where 
13 residents vied for elected positions. 

“Everyone is so busy,” said Town of 
Didsbury Returning Officer Luana Smith 
as a possibility for the smaller showing. 
“With all the growing, people are very 
busy at work.” 

Mousseau, chief of the Didsbury volun¬ 
teer fire department says there was some 
question of whether his position would 
make him ineligible. But because he is a 
volunteer, being fire chief didn't stand in 
his way. 

“1 definitely looked into that before run¬ 
ning," said Mousseau. 

Mousseau says his decision to run for 
council came from his appreciation for 


the community. 

“This town has been so good to me,” he 
said. “I decided 1 wanted to give some¬ 
thing back.” 

Brander says he was caught off guard 
when he received the call from Smith say¬ 
ing he was elected by acclamation. 

“I was driving through town and I saw 
all the signs up for Mayor Dorothy 
Moore, and I thought ‘man, I better get on 
this,’" laughed Brander, who has been 
heavily involved with Didsbury Minor 
Hockey. 

“But it doesn’t look like I need to after 
all.” 

Brander, 34, said a few reasons motivat¬ 
ed him to run for council. 

“I think there is a population base in 
our town that isn’t represented,” said 
Brander. “It just seems like our age 


group never seems to have the time to do 
something like this and sometimes our 
voice isn’t heard.” 

Nowlan says she too was surprised to 
have won a seat so soon. 

“I’m still in shock," she said. “But I’m 
very excited." 

“ (I hope to) really listen to people, rep¬ 
resent families and build bridges 
between the different demographics in 
the community." 

Even with the election by acclamation, 
the newest council members believe they 
will still participate in the all-candidates 
forum hosted by Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce Oct.3. 

The new council members say they will 
be treating it as a valuable experience for 
answering questions from the public and 
introducing themselves to the town.

Rules for Waste/Compost Cart Collection 


1) The Town of Didsbury has provided one or more black carts for mixed household waste and 
one or more green carts for yard and household organic waste per residential unit. The black 
cart will be collected every two weeks, and the green cart will be collected every two weeks on 
weeks alternating with the black cart. 

2) Solid waste and Organic materials will be collected from Black Carts and Green Carts only. 
All waste must fit into the cart with the lid closed tightly. Waste left behind the cart or in other 
containers will not be collected. 

3) Collection is at curbside only unless by special agreement of Town Council 

4) All carts must be placed at road level, with the wheels no more than 8 inches away from the 
curb. All carts must be set in an accessible location, placed four (4) feet away from all obstacles 
(trees, cars, mailboxes, etc.) and away from low hanging utilities. 

5) All carts must be set out no sooner than 7:00 p.m. the day prior to collection and no later than 
7:00 a m on the designated day of collection. Carts set out later than 7:00 a m. on the day of col¬ 
lection are not guaranteed collection for that week. Carts must be removed from the street by 
midnight of the same day of collection. 

6) Collectors are not responsible for garbage that is scattered by weather conditions or animals. 
All waste materials must be bagged when placed in a BLACK roll out cart to ensure a clean 
transfer of waste between the cart and truck in all weather conditions. 

7) A BLACK CART CAN CONTAIN all waste other than that which is defined as recyclable 
materials or compostable organic materials where green compost carts are provided. A BLACK 
CART MUST NOT CONTAIN anv non-collectable waste which includes but is not limited to 
the following: liquid waste; combustible or explosive materials; pathogenic or biomedical mate¬ 
rials; hazardous waste; animal carcasses; large quantities of soil, sod, rock, concrete; septic tank 
pumpings, raw sewage, or sludge; radioactive materials; agricultural waste; demolition debris; 
recycle materials such as cardboard, paper, tin cans, plastic, metal, glass, batteries, milk car¬ 
tons, computers and televisions. 

8) A GREEN COM LOST CART CAN CONTAIN the following organic materials: food waste 
such as veggies, fruits, solid dairy products, pasta, rice, coffee grounds, coffee filters, tea bags, 
eggshells, solid fat, cat and dog waste, and yard waste such as grass clippings and plant waste. 
A GREEN COMPOST CART MUST .NOT CONTAIN non-compostable materials which 
includes but is not limited to the following: plastic; glass; ceramics; metal; foil; styrofoam; syn¬ 
thetic materials; feminine hygiene products; diapers; tree trunks; branches; mots; sod; paper; 
cardboard and animal carcasses. 

Note: Compost materials can be placed in an approved biodegradable bag made from starch. 
These bags are available from the Town Office. NO OTHI R BAG IS APPROVED OR 
ACCEPTABLE. CARTS CONTAINING OTHER THAN APPROVED BAGS WILL NOT BE 
COLLECTED.

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Keeping downtown vital 

Didsbury development staff talks to Chamber

Committing to a lineup of guest speakers that they hope 
will provide members with valuable information, the 
Didsbury Chamber of Commerce tapi>ed the expertise of 
Town of Didsbury planning and development officers Robert 
Wigg and Alana Gibson at the chamber office Sept. 12. 

Wigg and Gibson si>oke on a variety of topics that they 
lielieved would lx* of interest to chamber members. 

Tills included talking about the town of Didsbury Central 
Places Plan. 

Wigg describes it as a document that will set the standard 
for what will happen downtown and the historical area in the 
northwest section of town. 

“This document is going to talk about how new businesses 
and old business might be developed in town,” he said. 

“Ideally this document will become a required planning 
tool.” 

Wigg says it’s important to promote the character of the 
town, and the plan plays a role in that. 

“It’s unlikely that we would want an orange-striped, neon, 
lights flashing, in big circles at our businesses in town. 
Hopefully none of you had that in mind,” joked Wigg. 

Wigg was not able to leave a copy of the document with the 
chamber and it has not yet been reviewed by Didsbury town 
council, saying it should be available in a couple of months. 

Wigg also touched on Didsburys downtown movement. 

"Many in the business community would acknowledge that 
there has been a lot of growlh downtown and a lot of move¬ 
ment,” he said. 

“We have people selling stores and moving from one loca¬ 
tion (to another).” 


Hut Wigg says this can lx- a challenge for the 1 planning 
department as a requirement in town Is that a development 
ix'rmit Is normally necessary when a business owner switch¬ 
es locations. 

Particularly when a new business comes to town, a devel¬ 
opment permit Is required to ensure that the business use is 
consistent with the commercial district. 

“1 think you may lx- surprised with how many inquiries or 
how much we find out about after the 1 fiiet of businesses that 
were 1 pluming on setting up in the downtown core that real¬ 
ly weren’t appropriate for the downtown core and probably 
didn’t meet the requirements of the district,” he said. 

Wigg passed out a list of the permitted use's as listed in the 
land-use bylaw regarding the* downtown core and discussed 
the meanings of 

ix'rmitted use and discretionary use. 

“Some of the things we go through is whether or not it Is 
permitted use, signage Issue's and parking Issues,” said Wigg, 
who acknowledged that parking is a concern in town. 

“We actually have, as part of the bylaw that businesses an' 
required to provide parking.” 

As the planning department looks forward to seeing busi¬ 
nesses grow, they also keep in mind the affect that has on 
their neighlxmrs, says Wigg. 

"Their neighouring business also has the right to grow and 
develop in town,” he said. 

Wigg remembers a projxised business from several years 
ago, wanting to mix fertilizers and different types of manure 
downtown. 

“We want to keep the downtown vibrant. We want to keep 
those mercantile businesses going. Those are the kinds of 
businesses that attract people downtown,” said Wigg. 

Gibson says the* planning department Is looking to have an 


application for tendency adopted for the' town. 

"Tills Is specifically for the commercial district - and we 
may do all the businesses as they stand now, so we can get a 
good database of information on what the businesses are and 
where they an 1 located,” said Gibson. 

An audience member asked the speakers if it’s the r»*s|x>n- 
sihility of the business owner or the building owner to 
acquire die permit. 

“In our opinion it could lx> either-or,” said Wigg. 

“Hut in the big scheme of things it’s ini|M>rtant that the 
building owner lx> aware of the tyjx's of businesses that may 
be allowed.” 

Presently, developers have a lot of interest in Didsbury, said 
Wigg. 

"We probably meet with two to dins' developers a week,” 
he said. 

“It’s surprising how much activity Is going on it town right 
now.” 

And there may be an increase on the way. 

“We have a couple of applications on our desk, one Is for a 
new building.” 

Wigg also talked alxiut the pluming and development 
department making the decision of going from an open-door 
policy to a locket! door and appointment-necessary approach 
to interacting with the public. 

“Unfortunately we found that the open d<x>r policy got to 
the point where we couldn’t get any work done,” said Wigg. 

“We’re glad to be here tonight to really encourage business 
owners to talk to us. We would like to work with you upfront 
so that the businesses are a success,” said Wigg. “We’re cer¬ 
tainly well-aware that it’s a timing issue and your cash flow Is 
kept moving. We want to work with you so that we are not 
seen as the person standing in the way.”

When I’m on the road at midnight, even if I 
feel for the individual trying to make their way 
from one city to another sans transportation, I 
have never had the urge to pull over and say 
with a grin “hop in!” 

I can’t help but think of an old radio show 
that was playing one evening as I was taking a 
late drive somewhere. A driver picked up a 
hitchhiker and it turned out he was just 
released from OZ or whatever penitentiary he 
was serving time at, and things just went terri¬ 
bly wrong. 

Even as a hitchhiker, is it proper etiquette to 
refuse a lift? What if someone is kind enough 
to satisfy your request but the driver looks a lit¬ 
tle seedy, can you eyeball them and tell him to 
hit the road? 

Not that I’m going to judge the stranded 
stranger by their appearance, and some look 
more presentable than others, but the few I 
saw on my last outing didn’t appear to be the 
type 1 wanted to get chummy with in my trusty 
Taurus. 

If it’s not someone I know, the only way I help 
a hitchhiker is if it’s Bill Cosby in one of his 
funky-coloured sweaters offering me Jello. 

For some reason, I trust that man.

COLLECTED. 

Non-Compliance to this policy may result in refusal by the Mountain View 
Regional Waste Management Commission to collect waste from the 
rollout carts. Warnings of non-compliance will be issued. Additional 
offenses could result in a $50.00 service fee being added to the residents 
utility bill from the Town of Didsbury.

Every community has their share of oddballs and for 
years I have considered doing a collection of stories 
about the strange people that I have encountered dur¬ 
ing my lifetime. There was the photographer who was 
legally blind and who, in his dusty studio back of the 
pool room, just more or less, aimed toward shadows 
and voices. The retired bank steno who had a lifetime 
subscription to Reader's Digest and kept hundreds of 
unopened copies in her bathtub. “The Town Ninny," my 
mom called her. 

There was the man who went nuts about coin col¬ 
lecting and ate crackers and sardines, wore threadbare 
clothing and had boxes and boxes of very valuable 
coins in every corner of his house. There were travel¬ 
ling peddlers, mad inventors, the garage sale lady
